To Postwar Group

Herbert .chairm an of the 
Ohio Postwar Program com mission 
said today water developm ent pro­ 
jects calling for im m ediate approp­ 
riation of $3,300,000 would be pre­

Herbert 
said 
the 
appropriation

Tile .satellite towns of Roden and Fraulatern. each a m ile and a half 
beyond th e captured Saar river bridge, were passed by the Am ericans ad­ 
vancing through shellfire from G erm an artillery em placem ents. 
Other troop* of Lt, G en G eorge S Patton's Third arm y threatened 
Saarbrueken. capital of th e arsenal region of steel and coal, and bomb- 
barded its blackened buildings with eigh t-in ch artillery. The nearby French 
rail town of Forbad! and the French border town of Saaregum lnes also 
were being shelled from positions tw o and four and a half m iles aw ay.

T hat the distribution and return of ballots was 
handled efticiently. considering the handicap present­ 
ed. and constituted a pointed rebuke to officials who 
testified when Democrats were trying to seize control 
of service vote m achinery th at it would break down ff 
left in charge of the states. 
T hat the same poise which made it possible to hold 
a national election in w artim e with a minimum of dis­ 
turbance to Hie war effort characterized the attitude 
of service voters, who also were so thoroughly discip­ 
lined in the functions of representative democracy that 
it seemed perfectly natural to bi* voting on their leader­ 
ship during a crisis.
